Mtsuspecting a violation of U.S. laws lias occurred. However, according 
toMr. Yeagley, Mr. Ralph A. Dungan ox the V/hite House has stated that _ 
iSeCoastioaH should not board*the vessel. Following this a proposal 
has been made (source of which is unknown to Yeagley) that the Coast 
Guard approach the "Violdn III" and signal fee, vggSgLta t°l la *A,l~**i 
Coast Guard cutter. If It obeys the s1gMl«^afiTO 
will board the "Violdn III M after it entersTJ.S. waters. If, however, 
the "Violdn III" refuses to follow the Coast Guard cutter into a

Mr. Yeagley also advised that Deputy Commissioner Mario 
\faoto of Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) had just advised 

him that INS has received instructions to issue no more notices to 
({Cuban refugees to prevent their departure from the United States. 

From the above it would appear that although a strong plan \ 
, of action was worked out at the Miami conference last Saturday looking \ 
f 1 toward the discouragement of future raids on Cuba, the Administration \ 
f 1 seems to be backing away from any action whicn might be unacceptable 
to the Cuban refugees. There have been several press reports to the J 
I effect that the refugees have been most dissatisfied with the / 
I * restrictions that have been put on them in the past few days. J
